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VICTORY  CORPS 

The  establishment  of  the  Victory  Corps  provided  an 
opportunity  for  Regional  students  to  contribute  in  a  uni- 
fied way  to  the  present-day  crisis.  As  in  most  schools,  it 
succeeded  in  making  us  all  aware  of  the  possibilities  for 
aiding  the  government  in  the  war. 

The  organization  itself  is  divided  into  two  large  head- 
ings: general  membership  and  specific  division  membership 
— the  latter  open  in  the  majority  of  cases  to  juniors  and 
seniors. 

In  order  to  qualify  for  general  membership  the  student 
must  follow  a  course  chosen  to  fit  him  for  future  life, 
participate  in  the  school's  physical  program,  and  contrib- 
ute frequently  to  the  war  effort. 

The  specific  divisions  are  land,  air,  sea,  community,  and 
production  service,  which  prepare  boys  and  girls  for  special 
jobs  as  indicated  by  the  titles  of  the  divisions.  These  divi- 
sions participated  in  the  salvage  drives. 

Community  Service  proved  so  popular  that  it  had  to 
be  split  into  three  groups,  one  of  which  is  devoted  to 
commercial  services. 

Homeroom  groups  familiarized  themselves  with  army 
insignia,  branches  of  the  service,  home-front  war  problems 
of  manpower  shortage,  Victory  gardening,  etc. 

Regional  instituted  a  different  salvage  campaign  every 
two  weeks  since  the  inauguration  of  the  V-Corps  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1943.  The  response  of  the  student  body  in  collecting 
a  ton  and  a  half  of  tin  cans  showed  patriotic  spirit  and  a 
desire  to  be  a  part  of  the  movement. 

The  F.F.A.  Production  Service  boys  contributed  290 
wool  squares  to  the  Red  Cross  for  the  making  of  blankets. 

Three  pre-induction  classes  (Radio  Code  Class,  Auto- 
mobile Mechanics  Class,  and  Aeronautics  Class)  and  the 
model-airplane  builders'  group  were  also  a  vital  part  of 
the  program. 

When  these  activities  result  so  promptly  after  the 
introduction  of  the  Victory  Corps  idea,  we  certainly  real- 
ize that  the  future  holds  great  promise  of  vital  activity  on 
the  part  of  Regional  boys  and  girls  in  the  war  effort.
